Dr.  Noah  Langdale,  Jr.,  presi- 
dent of  the  Georgia  State  College 
of  Business  Administration  in 
Atlanta,  will  speak  on  ^‘One  Hun- 
dred Years  of  War  and  Peace'' 
during  the  Alumnae  Day  exer- 
cises on  June  3. 

Dr.  Langdale,  a widely  known 
speaker,  holds  an  A.  B.  degree 


from  the  University  of  Alabama, 
LL.B.  degree  from  the  Harvard 
Law  School,  M.B.A.  degree  from 
the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration ; and 
the  LL.D.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama. 

He  has  served  as  president  of 
the  Atlanta  college  since  1957, 
having  gone  there  from  Valdosta 
State  College  where  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  ac- 
counting, economics,  and  busi- 
ness administration.  A member 
of  the  Georgia  and  American  Bar 
associations,  he  practiced  law  in 
Valdosta  for  six  years. 

Listed  in  Who's  Who  in  Ameri- 
ca, Dr.  Langdale  has  served  on 
the  U.S.  Advisory  Commission

Proposed  Changes  In  The  By-Laws  Of  The  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association 


The  By-Laws  of  The  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association  may  be  amended 
by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  any  Annual 
Meeting,  provided  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  notice  of  the 
proposed  change  sent  to  the  members 
with  the  notice  of  the  meeting.  The 
changes  listed  below  have  been  pro- 
posed by  the  Revisions  Committee 
(Mary  Anderson  Comer,  chairman) 
and  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers on  February  15,  1951. 

The  changes  proposed  are  primarily 
intended  to  bring  the  By-Laws  into 
conformity  with  our  practices. 
Changes  are  indicated  by  bold  face. 
ARTICLE  V.,  SECTION  2. 

Second  Vice  President 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  be 
Chairman  of  the  Association  of  Club 
Presidents  and  Area  Representatives. 

She  shall  have  general  supervision 
of  all  Wesleyan  Clubs;  shall  encour- 
age the  organization  of  new  clubs 
wherever  possible,  and  shall  co-op- 
erate with  the  clubs  in  their  activi- 
ties for  the  benefit  of  the  College  and 
the  Association. 

She  shall  be  responsible  for  secur- 
ing in  each  designated  geographical 
area  an  active  Alumna  representative 
through  whom  the  Association  may 
maintain  contact  with  the  Alumnae 
of  that  area. 

(Reason:  Newly  inaugurated  program 
of  area  representatives,  established 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  con- 
tact with  Alumnae  who  live  in  areas 
where  there  are  no  clubs.) 

Treasurer — Delete  “and  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers” 
(all  officers  are  now  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers)  and  add  “and 
shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  plan  the  Annual  Loy- 
alty Fund  Drive.” 

ARTICLE  VIII 
BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


(To  be  Divided  into  sections  for 
clarity.) 

Board  of  Managers 
Section  1.  The  Corporate  powers  shall 
be  exercised,  its  business  conducted, 
and  its  property  controlled  by  a 
Board  of  Managers  consisting  of 
fourteen  members,  namely  the  Trus- 
tees, the  current  officers  of  the  As- 
sociation, the  immediate  past  Pres- 
ident, and  three  representatives  at 
large. 

Section  2.  Representatives  at  large: 
Representatives  at  Large  shall  each 
hold  office  for  terms  of  three  years; 
and  after  the  election  of  the  first 
Board,  one  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  members.” 
(Reason:  To  conform  to  actual  prac- 
tice and  give  a clearer  understanding 
of  the  composition  of  the  Board.) 
Section  3.  Quorum:  Seven  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. 

(Reason:  To  change  the  quorum  from 
5 to  7 in  view  of  the  enlarged  Board.) 
Section  5.  Meetings:  The  Board  of 
Managers  shall  meet  annually  in  Oc- 
tober. At  least  two  other  meetings 
shall  be  held  during  the  year  at  the 
call  of  its  chairman,  or  on  the  re- 
quest of  three  of  its  members.  Rea- 
sonable notice  shall  be  given  of  any 
meeting. 

(Reason:  Clarification.) 

ARTICLE  IV.  SECTION  2. 
STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Bequests  and  Memorials:  This  com- 
mittee shall  foster  a bequest  program, 
^'ncourage  memorial  gifts  to  the  Col- 
lege, and  provide  appropriate  recog- 
nition thereof. 

(Reason:  To  combine  two  committees 
and  specify  duties  for  greater  effi- 
ciency.) 

Fund  Committee:  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Association,  as  Chairman,  and  six 
members.  It  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  funds  and  fi- 
nances of  the  Association  of  the 


Board  of  Managers.  The  Committee 
shall  select  an  auxiliary  committee 
of  class  representatives,  one  from 
each  class 

(Reason:  Moved  from  ARTICLE  XI 
and  re-worded  for  sake  of  uniformity 
and  clarity.) 

Religious  Interests:  This  committee 
shall  keep  informed  as  to  the  religious 
program  at  Wesleyan  and  shall  have 
charge  of  all  religious  projects  un- 
dertaken by  the  Association. 
(Reason:  To  specify  duties.) 
Revisions:  This  committee  shall  study 
and  recommend  changes  in  the  By- 
Laws  when  necessary. 

(Reason:  To  specify  duties.) 
Nominating:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  a Chairman  and  four 
other  members,  from  at  least  three 
P'eographiral  sections,  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Election  shall  be 
in  the  manner  and  within  the  period 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 
No  further  change  in  the  Article. 
(Reason:  Moved  from  ARTICLE  X 
for  sake  of  uniformity.)

MITTEE 

(To  be  included  in  ARTICLE  IX.) 
ARTICLE  XI.  FUNDS  AND  FI- 
NANCES 

(To  remain  the  same,  becoming  AR- 
TICLE X and  deleting  the  Fund 
Committee  which  has  been  included 
in  ARTICLE  IX.) 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  alumnae  council 
(To  become  ARTICLE  XL) 

Add  Area  Representatives  to  the  list 
of  Council  Representatives.

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B accalaureateand  Commencement 
Speakers  Stress  Liberty,  Democracy 


Dr*  Noah  Langdale 
Speaks  to  Alumnae 


“Be  ashamed  to  live  one  day  longer 
until  you  have  done  something  for  ed- 
ucation”, urged  Dr.  Noah  Langdale 
at  the  annual  meeting  Saturday  morn- 
ing. 

“The  greatest  revolution  of  all  that 
took  place  in  the  past  one  hundred 
years  has  been  the  revolution  in  wo- 
men, he  said,  emphasizing  the  acqui- 
sition of  legal  rights  and  privileges, 
the  improvements  in  education,  and  wo- 
man’s indispensable  role  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  fibre  of  our  people. 

If  you  want  to  destroy  your  college 
or  education,  all  you  have  to  do  is 
ignore  it,  according  to  the  speaker  who 
is  president  of  the  Georgia  State  Col- 
lege of  Business  Administration. 

Dr.  Langdale,  a member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  Kappa 
Phi  Kappa,  Beta  Gamma  Sigma,  and 
Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  is  a member  of  the 
U.  S.  Advisory  Committee  on  Educa- 
tional Exchange  and  the  Governor’s 
Hospital  Advisory  Council. 

He  holds  the  A.  B.  and  LL.  D.  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Alabama, 
the  LL.  B.  degree  from  Harvard  Univer- 
sity Law  School,  and  the  Master  of 
Business  Administration  degree  from 
the  Harvard  University  Graduate 
School  of  Business  Administration. 


The  all-important  subjects  of  our  lib- 
erty and  the  democracy  in  which  we 
live  were  stressed  by  the  speakers  for 
both  the  Baccalaureate  Services  on  Sun- 
day and  the  Commencement  Exercises 
on  Monday. 

Dr.  Millard  C.  Cleveland,  pastor  of 
the  First  Methodist  Church  of  St. 
Petersburg,  Fla.,  and  member  of  the 
Wesleyan  Board  of  Trustees,  when  de- 
livering the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  June  4,  spoke  of  the 
liberty  which  is  our  precious  heritage. 
“In  your  choosing,  in  your  liberty,”  he 
said,  “Put  your  hand  into  the  hand  of 
God  and  follow  wherever  He  leads.” 

In  days  such  as  these,  we  think  a 
great  deal  about  liberty  and  come  to 
cherish  it  as  seldom  before,  according 
to  Dr.  Cleveland  who  said  that  “Jesus 
Christ  made  the  theme  of  liberty  the 
very  text  of  life”. 

“It  is  a wonderful  privilege  you  have 
had  to  be  educated  in  an  institution 


under  the  guidance  of  professors  who 
have  been  at  liberty  to  think,  to  teach, 
to  know  truth,”  Dr.  Cleveland  re- 
minded the  students. 

“Wherever  education  is  founded  upon 
truth,  inevitably  comes  the  freeing  of 
the  minds  of  men,”  he  continued,  ask- 
ing the  students  to  consider  how  they 
will  live  with  this  liberty. 

Dr.  Cleveland,  a native  of  Camilla, 
is  vice-chairman  of  the  Florida  Con- 
ference Board  of  Evangelism.

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Jack  Tarver,  Newspaper  Executive,  Urges  Students 
To  Be  Informed  of  Constant  Threats  to  Democracy 


The  need  for  understanding  our 
democracy  and  being  alert  to  the  chal- 
lenges it  faces  were  stressed  by  Jack 
Tarver,  president  and  general  mana- 
ger of  The  Atlanta  Newspapers,  Inc., 
when  delivering  the  Commencement 
address. 

“As  never  before  in  its  history,  democ- 
racy needs  the  intelligent  understand- 
ing of  those  who  live  under  it  and  who 
benefit  by  it,”  he  said. 

The  speaker  urged  his  listeners  to 
“be  alert  to  and  aware  of  the  day-to- 
day  developments  in  this  accelerated 
era  of  history  in  which  we  live;  to 
comprehend  fully  the  connotations  as 
well  as  the  precepts  of  democracy  and 
the  enormity  of  the  challenge  with 
which  it  is  faced.” 

“Ours,  traditionally,  is  a nation  of 
unlimited  freedoms.  But  among  them, 
at  this  critical  moment,  is  not  the  free- 
dom to  be  uninformed,”  he  warned. 

“The  corny  cliches,  the  Pollyannic 
platitudes,  the  trite  truisms  which  have 
characterized  commencement  talks  since 


time  began  are  as  outdated  this  year 
as  a cavalryman’s  sash  on  an  astronaut’s 
space  suit,”  according  to  the  speaker 
who  emphasized  that  this  is  “a  time 
for  facts  and  not  fallacies,  for  realistic 
rather  than  wishful  thinking”. 

In  speaking  of  the  threats  to  democ- 
racy, he  pointed  out  that  since  the  class 
members  started  working  toward  their 
diplomas,  fifteen  nations  and  several 
hundred  million  persons  have  been  con- 
verted from  our  way  of  life  to  that  of 
a system  dedicated  to  its  destruction. 

“All  over  the  world  today  there  are 
men  who  are  convinced  that  they  are 
witnessing  the  final  days  of  the  free 
enterprise  system,  that  this  relatively 
young  American  concept  of  respect  for 
the  rights  of  the  individual  was  an  in- 
adequately-rooted early-bloomer  which 
is  in  the  process  of  being  crowded 
out  by  a hardier  species,”  he  stated,  add- 
ing that  “there  is  one  subject  of  which 
you  must  learn  more,  one  area  in  which 
your  required  reading  must  never  cease, 
and  that  is  the  study  of  what  is  happen- 
ing in  this  world”.

In  announcing  the  establishing  of  the 
Memorial  Fund  by  the  students,  Mar- 
sha Harris,  president  of  Student  Gov- 
ernment, expressed  the  belief  that  the 
fund  would  continue  to  grow.  It  has 
now  reached  approximately  $1,000.00. 
Marsha  requested  that  contributions  be 
sent  to  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Associ- 
ation, Alumnae  Office,  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege, marked  “Kathy  Rogers  Scholar- 
ship”.

Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Wesleyan  College 
in  the  class  of  1914;  first  honor  grad- 
uate of  the  High  School  of  Newnan, 
Georgia,  where  she  was  born  and  has 
lived  always,  greatly  beloved  and  hon- 
ored for  the  wisdom  of  her  mind,  the 
kindness  of  her  heart,  for  her  good- 
ness, and  for  her  help  in  every  move- 
ment for  the  advance  of  church  and 
community. 

Brilliant  daughter  of  Congressman 
W.  C.  Wright,  prominent  in  campus 
activities  as  a college  student,  a founder 
of  the  two  literary  societies,  and  presi- 
dent of  one, — the  Sidney  Lanier  Society; 
wife  of  William  N.  Banks,  Wesleyan 
trustee,  industrialist,  churchman  and 
philanthropist;  mother  of  William  N. 
Banks,  Jr.,  playwright,  professionally 
known  as  Nathaniel  Banks;  she  has 
united  the  three  as  a family  personify- 
ing “Togetherness”  long  before  it  be- 
came a national  slogan. 

At  Wesleyan,  the  three  are  remem- 
bered as  they  stood  together  on  the 
campus  in  the  outdoor  convocation  that 
dedicated  “Banks  Hall”,  the  dormitory 
named  in  appreciation  of  their  de- 
votion and  benefactions  to  Wesleyan. 

It  was  with  pride  that  Wesleyan  wel- 
comed her  and  her  husband  to  Trustee 
Meetings,  when  she  served  as  Alumnae 
Trustee  (1957-60).  As  a Trustee,  she 
entered  enthusiastically  into  the  estab- 
lished plans  and  offered  her  service  in 
well-organized  and  skillful  strategy  per- 
sonally promoted  and  brilliantly  execut- 
ed with  generosity  beyond  compare. 

Notable  among  these  is  her  participa- 
tion in  plans  to  preserve  the  original 
building  as  a National  Shrine;  with 
the  consent  of  the  Board,  she  personal- 
ly visited  the  Rockefeller  Foundation; 
she  planned  the  promotion  that  result-

Pioneer  Librarian  and  Library  Build- 
er. Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Wesleyan  College 
in  the  class  of  1913;  graduated  from 
the  Library  School  of  the  Carnegie  Li- 
brary of  Atlanta,  1914;  Master  of  Arts 
in  Library  Science,  University  of  Michi- 
gan, 1930,  Children’s  Librarian  in  the 
New  York  Public  Library  and  in  the 
Library  of  Morristown,  N.  J.,  and  As- 
sistant Librarian  at  Winthrop  College. 

She  returned  to  Wesleyan  College  on 
the  hill  in  1919  where  she  found  a small 
collection  of  excellent  books  selected 
by  faculty  members  and  some  scattered 
cards  in  shoe  boxes.  With  infinite 
patience  and  love,  with  zeal  and  skill 
she  installed  the  card  catalogue  system 
and  began  building  a book  collection 
most  unusual  in  schools  of  our  size.  As 
a result  of  her  early  work  at  Wesleyan, 
she  was  chosen  in  1929  as  a recipient  of 
one  of  the  first  Carnegie  grants  for 
advanced  study  in  library  science. 

Over  the  years,  through  her  influence, 
the  McGregor  books  and  many  other 
fine  collections  have  been  added  to  our 
shelves.  She  has  compiled  a scrapbook  of 
Wesleyan  materials  and  clippings,  dat- 
ing from  the  move  to  Rivoli,  which  is 
to  be  laminated  to  become  a permanent 
record  in  the  Georgia  Room.  Revered 
by  her  profession,  she  was  honored  by 
the  American  Library  Association  by 
being  selected  to  teach  at  the  newly 
organized  University  of  Louisiana  sum- 
mer school. 

We  cite  her  today  as  a distinguished 
librarian  and  as  a devoted  dedicated 
servant  to  her  Alma  Mater.  With  her 
training  and  talent  she  assisted  Archi-

She 
also  serves  as  editor  of  The  Macon  Tele- 
graph and  News  Sunday  Section  which 
is  devoted  to  women  and  the  arts. 

In  her  years  of  observing  and  report- 
ing, she  has  seen  women’s  interests 
change  from  whipped-cream-meringue 
parties  to  nutrition  and  health  and  child 
care;  from  Lady  Bountiful  gestures  to 
organized  charity  and  social  service.  She 
has  encouraged  women  to  assume  a 
community  consciousness  and  responsi- 
bility; where  once  they  were  engaged  in 
frivolity,  they  have  been  directed  by 
her  toward  an  appreciation  of  things 
cultural,  of  music,  art  and  books;  she 
has  put  emphasis  on  fostering  better 
government,  peace,  and  world  relations; 
and  on  a broader  look  at  woman’s  place 
in  other  parts  of  the  world.

Typical  of  her  warm-hearted  hospi- 
tality, the  gates  of  the  beautiful  estate, 
“Bankshaven”,  are  always  open.  Here 
are  welcomed  Wesleyan’s  presidents, 
trustees,  alumnae,  students,  as  well  as 
the  great  of  the  land  and  the  most 
humble;  she  has  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Coweta  County  Red  Cross;  dur- 
ing the  war,  she  organized  and  support- 
ed a day  nursery  for  the  children  of 
mothers  doing  war-work  in  the  mills. 

As  a leader  of  the  young  and  as  a 
teacher,  she  has  been  Department  Head 
in  the  Sunday  School  of  both  the  Pri- 
mary and  the  Intermediate  Depart- 
ments; a teacher  of  a Sunday  School 
class  for  many  years;  teen-age  speaker 
at  the  High  School;  teacher  of  Study 
Groups.

Judge  Candler  on  the  working  por- 
tions of  the  building.  Occupied  in  1928, 
this  library  over  which  she  presided 
was  labelled  “practically  100  percent 
efficient”  by  Dr.  David  R.  Robertson, 
of  the  American  Association  of  Univer- 
sities, who  advised  any  institution  in 
the  country  to  use  the  Wesleyan  library 
building  and  arrangement  as  a model. 

In  1953,  the  Wicke  Report  on  Wes- 
leyan stated:  “The  head  librarian  has 
held  her  position  over  thirty  years  and 
her  excellent  administrative  abilities
